Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 10,12-16 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

In regards to claim 10, none of the prior art of record discloses clean- 
unaccessed, clean-accessed, dirty-unaccessed and empty cache states in 
association with the specified state transitions implemented within applicant's 
disclosed system. In particular, the transition from clean-unaccessed to dirty 
unacessed when a CPU bus write or read on a cached entry is detected, and the 
transition from clean-accessed to empty when the peripheral device writes to an 
address which is cached are atypical and not disclosed within in the prior art of 
record. For this reason, claim 10 is allowable over the prior art of record. 

Claims 12-13 are allowable as dependent upon allowed claim 10.
